Many wise Kuomintanr members understand that it was impossible earlier 
x. get rid of a hundred thousand Communist troops, and that now it will be 
extremely difficult to destroy three million. Yet they keep on trying. Such 
confidence is caused by American support. If the Americans would stop giving 
-vi l>t ary aid to the Kuomintanr, the situation in Manchuria would not be as 
riou3 as it is today, 

- *- Solutions 

a. There is only one solution tc the problems to let a man who represents 
Uie ideas of the Manchurian people form a democratic, united, all-party govern- 
ment* Then, have a fair general election. At the same time, both Communist and 
iftiGinintang troops should withdraw from Manchuria, 

bo If there were a non-party government in Manchuria, the Soviets would 
rot feel that their borders are being threatened. They would then turn to 
the reconstruction of their own country* 

e* the Kuomintanr did not appoint any Mongolians to positions of im- 
portance in Manchuria, and the fast Mongols therefore set up their Autonomous 
Government. They would, however, join in the formation of a united government. 

The only excuse the Communists have for being in Manchuria is to 
fight one-party dictatorship* A united government under a non-party leader 
would satisfy their demands*

The head of this new government should be a man praised by all people 
of Manchuria, a non-party man who has not had much to do v;ith the Kuomintang, 
one known to all narties, one of international renown. He should also be 
known to the Russians and Inner-Mongolians ; and be a mediator between the Communists

•The onlv man besides Cheng Hstteh-liang possessing the above mentioned 
qualifications is Ka Char.-shan. He began fighting the Japanese in Heilungchiang 
Province in 193 1 * became internationally known as a hero, and is consequently 
admired bv all Manchurians. He has never held membership in any party. 

After he was defeated in Manchuria in 193 ? he escaped through Russia an< T.urope 
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to China, met and became friendly rith many Soviet leaders. He also 
mis stationed in Mongolia for several years, and the Mongols have a 
rood impression of him. Althourh he himself left Heilunpchiang 
iovince in 1932, most of his troops hid in forest ares and continued 
to firht the Japanese. After 1937, fia was in contact with these troops, 
rnd his apents travelled back and forth over Manchuria. lie no?; has about 
150,000 men in Kirin, Heilunpchianp, Liacninp and Jrhol Fr evinces. He 
is respected by the Kuonintanp, and at the same time he is praised by the 
Communists as a non-party man and a national hero of China, 
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
